Tatsunosuke Takasaki, president of the Dai Nip 
pon Fisheries Association and a Liberal-Democratic 
Dietman, yesterday formally consented to go to 
Moscow to negotiate fisheries problems with the Soviet

Takasaki also agreed in his 
talks with Agriculture-Forestry 
Minister Takeo Fukuda to leave 
for Moscow in late March or 
early April and take up the 
issue of salmon fishing in the 
North Pacific and a Soviet 
guarantee for the safety of Japa- 
nese fishermen operating in tae 
coastal waters of the same area. 


Takasaki told Fukuda he 
would rather have Fukuda act 
as chief Government delegate 
and work under him. 


This possibility was to be ex- 
plored again after studying the 
progress of the Moscow fisheries 
negotiations. 

Takasaki and Fukuda agreed 
it would be best for Takasaki to 
leave for Moscow after Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev's 
scheduled visit to Paris March 
15. 

Earlier, Fukuda and Kishi 
had selected early April for 
Takasaki’s departure.

Reports reaching here said a 
second submarine spotted out-

Observers . here wondered 
whether the sub’s crew would 
follow the example set by Ger- 
man navy men in two wars 
and seuttle their ship rather 
than surrender.

The waters of the gulf are 
500 feet deep aniJ the submarine 
is believed to be capabie of 
operating in twice that depth. 

The submarine has been 
picked up by Argentine naval 
search gear off and on for two 
weeks. It is believed {to have 
been attacked several times, 
but there is nothing to indicate 
it has been damaged. 

The Argentine force seeking 
the sub includes ‘surface craft 
ranging from patrol boats to 
destroyers and an assortment 
of bombers and fighters.

Prime Minister Nikita 
Khrushchev declared Fri- 
day that Soviet Russia is the 
strongest military power in 
the world but does not 
wish to take advantage of 
her superiority.

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Rising Y oung Gidayu Singer of Bunraku® 
Squarely Faces Future of Doll Theater 


By YUKI YAMAMOTO 

There is a certain fatal fas- 
cination in the heavy strum of 
the gidayu samisen and in the 
dynamic narration of gidayu 
singers, bringing to life the 
many-faceted and delicately 
handled dolls of the Bunraku 
doll plays. Once the spell is 
felt, an uneasy question rises: 
how long can this dynamic and 
yet somehow quaintly old-fash~ 
joned stage art maintain its 
own In the changing world? 
How much longer may we be 
privileged to watch it as a liv- 
ing art that still breathes vigor 
instead of fading into a merely 
curious museum piece, as some 
insist is its fate? 

Gidayu narrator Moji-tayu 
Takemoto, when confronted 
with the question of Bunraku's 
future, wisely evades the issue, 
but at the same time he him- 
self is a living answer to the 
question. Adopted as an infant 
by the late celebrated gidayu 
narrator Sumi-tayu Takemoto, 
Moji-tayu naturally gained an 
intimate acquaintance with all 
phases of Bunraku art during 
his childhood and youth; but 
most emphatically, hé was not 
brought up by his parents to 
enter the profession. 

“It’s a difficult life, quite un- 
rewarding financially, you see,” 
he explains of his rents and 
other relatives’ reluctance to 
let him enter the field. They 
had other bright plans for his 
future. His own family and 
closest relatives were all im- 
mersed in Gidayu professional- 
ly, and no doubt knew only 
too well the unpromising out- 
look for their art. 

Thus, Moji-ttayu, whosé non- 
professional name is Kin-ichi 
Kishimoto, grew up in ,his 
gidayu father’s home without 
ever taking a lesson from him 
or others in the profession. 
But he imbibed a good deal 


just from being in and out of 
theaters, and hearing his father 
teach others the art. “I never 
had a lesson, but I just natu. 
rally learned the narratives by 
hearing them everyday and 
reciting them under my 
breath,” he says. Undoubtedly, 
it was to him ‘something like 
hugnmming a famillar melody. 


And so, in spite of his par- 
ents’ plans otherwise, the. youth 
fell quite completely under the 
spell of gidayu himself. By 
‘he time he had finished middle 
a hool, he knew what he want- 
ed and asked to be allowed to 
enter the profession. However, 
his wishful-thinking parents in- 
sisted on college, something un- 
usual in those days for stage 
families. He studied law at the 
college now known as Kinki 
University, and was graduated 
just in time to be drafted into 
the army and sent off to Chi- 
na to fight in the losing war. 

At a farewell gathering in his 
honor just before departure, he 
gave a rendition of the famous 


“Terakoya,” and succeeded in 
greatly astonishing his own 
father. “He was ._—iterribly 


amazed, and asked me where 
I'd taken lessons and when.. I 
told him that I had just picked 
it up; and when he saw how 
really fond of it I was, 
even said that if I wanted it 
badiy enough, he would give 
ms a start in Bunraku when 
I came back from the front.” 


It was autumn of 1944 when 
he was drafted, with less than 
a year left of the war; but 
even the war outlasted his 
health, ‘and he was sent back 
in January of the following 
year tq recuperate. His father 
set about trying to place him in 
some orthodox job; but Moji- 
tayu revolted against the idea. 
He wanted to get into Bunraku. 

At this, his father Sum)- 


tayu proved true to his word. 
After a three-month period of 
convalescence, Moji-tayu was 
duly enrolled as a pupil-disei- 
ple of the eminent Yamashiro- 
no-shosho, who last year re 
signed from public perform- 
ances due to il health, much 
regretted by Bunraku lovers. 
This master at that time was 
known as Ko-utsubodayu. The 
current Moji-tayu took his first 
stage name of Ko-sumi-tayu by 
affixing the first syllable of his 
teacher’s name to his own 
father’s stage name, thereby 
forming the name Ko-sumi-tayu 
that was his until a month or 
BO ago. 

He proved to be an adept 
pupil already more than thor- 
oughly acquainted with the art. 
Only four months later, Ko- 
sumi-tayu made his stage debut 
with a small speaking part as 
one of the barrier guards in 
the narration of “Kanjincho.” 


“No newcomer is generally 
allowed to have a ‘solo’ nar- 
rative part on his debut pro- 
gram. We usually start by 
oining in as one of the voices 
n a group narration. But 
most. likely because of the 
eminence of my father and my 
teacher, I was allowed to start 
with a small solo part,” he re- 
calls. 


But it was undoubtedly much 
more than such influential, out- 
side circumstances that have 
brought him to the point he 
has attained today. As he him- 
self explains it, one ~~ has to 
be intoxicated with it ih order 
to stick with it. And one has 
to make himself good at it, for 
once in, there is no other way 
to earn one’s: bread except by 
making a go of it. 

When the old Bunraku split 
into two rival factions, forming 
the Chinami and Mitsuwa 
groups of today, Moji-tayu with

his father went over to the 
Mitsuwa troupe, while his 
teacher Ko-utsubo-dayu re- 
mained in the Chinami group. 
Master and disciple retained 
mutual respect and amenities; 
but actual coaching had to be 
abandoned. Thereafter, Moji- 
tayu studied with his father, 
and also with Kizaemon Noza- 
wa, a leading Bunraku samisen 
player, who has proved an in- 
valuable teacher to him, es- 
pecially now after the death of 
his father. 

Moji-tayu is fully aware of 
the uncertain future of Bun- 
raku, but feels that it is not a 
matter for debate but one for 
action. His immediate atten- 
tion, then, is turned to learn- 
ing all he can from his current 
teacher Kizaemon while the 
chance still affords. 

“It is too early yet for me 
to say what kind of play I 
like best to narrate. I don't 
want to confine myself to any 
one type, but want to absorb 
as widely as possible. There 
will be plenty of time to spe- 
cialize later. My father Suml-

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Nuclear Weapon Tests 

President Eisenhower’s proposal to end all nuclear 
weapon tests except small underground explosions looks 
like a desperate attempt to get some sort of international 
arrangement that would set at rest the present widespread 
fears as to the consequences of continued testing. 

We all share these fears and’ wish to end them, but 
that does not imply that we must not seek to discover 


strictly logical means to do 


so... No emotional approach 


to this tremendous problem can be satisfactory. 


Before discussing present proposals, it seems necessary 
ta consider briefly the basic factors involved in questions 


relating to nuclear weapons. 


We may be immediately 


pressed to ask what is the reason for seeking to ban 


“nuclear weapon tests? 


No doubt the answer is because 


of the deleterious effects of the resultant fallout upon 


human, animal and plant life. 


If these effects are evil— 


and that seems to be an established fact, although it may 
have been exaggerated on occasion—that is a good reason 
for stopping such tests or reducing them to a minimum. 
But, if the tests are to be stopped, how will the ban 
affect the possession and stockpiling of nuclear weapons? 
Can nuclear weapons be maintained without occasional 


tests as to their reliability or otherwise?’ 


Can we scrap 


nuclear weapons altogether and go back to less devastating 


weapons of warfare? 


These questions and others cognate 


with them are not easy to answer. 
* There ‘is the further highly pertinent question as to 
whether the creation of arms of such tremendous power 


as nuclear weapons has not 


already had, and is in fact 


continuing to have, the beneficial effect of preventing war 
by impressing upon the minds of men the tremendous 
censequences that must attend any sideslip into the 
maelstrom of an international armed conflict. 

As to this last point, we think we can claim that we 
have arrived at the position today when all governments: 


and all nations wish to avoid an outbreak of war. 


But, 


unfortunately, there are still some people who are not 
willing to give up the pursuit of policies that might lead 


to war. 


With these ideas at the back of our mind, we may 
consider the American proposal which is designed to ban 
all tests above ground up to the greatest heights to which 
effective controls can now be agreed, all tests in the 
oceans, and all underground tests above the present limit 


of detection and identification. 


It is also proposed that 


the plan should include provision for a ‘program of joint 
research and experimentation by Britain, the USSR and 
the United States to improve the detection of small blasts 
underground and thus permit the extension of the ban to 


such tests. 


The great merit of the plan is that if adopted it would 
result in the discontinuance of all tests which could result 
in the release of more radioactivity into the atmosphere. 
Its implementation envisages effective control, but the 
limits proposed suggest that it would be impossible for 
any of the nuclear powers to cause test explosions without 


discovery.

The 
resumed negotiations have dragged on fer more than 15 
months now, and yet no basis for agreement is in sight. 


President Eisenhower argues that the areas of the 
proposed limited ban would constitute readily attainable 
steps toward a complete ban on nuclear weapon tests, 
and if there is a genuine desire on the part of the Russians 
to secure a complete ban, we fail to see why they should 
not be prepared to take preliminary steps to that end. 

When questioned whether the United States would 
resume underground testing if the new proposal were 
adopted, President Eisenhower stated that the issue of 
resumption of tests was something his Government would 


have to decide with its allies. 


There is no reason to 


quarrel with this statement, but the fact that the President 

made it suggests that so”long as nuclear weapons are in 

existence—and we see no likelihood of their total abolition * 
-~there will be a natural desire to test them. But it would 

be_an obvious gain if the tests were confined to small 

explosions underground: by international agreement. 

We may add that our own considered view is that 
nuclear armaments have come to stay, as long as there 
is a need for armaments at all; and consequently we believe 
that questions relating to them should be considered as 
forming part of the still larger issue of reduction of 


armaments of all kinds. 


But a partial step toward control 


might make a breach in the present deadlock and lead to 


more extensive results.

Decade of Weekly Magazines 


Success of Popular Periodicals Due to Sex, Scandal, Swordsmanship 


In trains and subways, com- 
muters poring over some week- 
ly magazines are a common 
scene nowadays, Those cheap 
magazines mostly featuring a 
belle on the cover started to 
multiply 10 years ago; but this 
“cultural” phenomenon’’ is so 
much taken for granted that 
nobody hardly notices the pass- 
ing this year of a decade since 
its inception. 

There are two weeklies whose 
history go far back beyond 
1950. But the existence of 
thesé two, comparatively mod- 
erate in editorial poljey, did 
not mean any “cultural” phe- 
nomenon or any fad. They 
were then, and are still being 
published by two of the larg- 
est vernacular dailies in this 
country—the Asahi and the Ma- 
inichi, 

Their success, however, has 
prompted other newspapers to 
publish riva’ weeklies, The 
Yomiuri, the Sankei and others 
came up with their weekly 
magazines and their success in 
turn has stimulated book or 
magazine publishers to join com- 
petition in rivalry with news- 
paper publishers. 


Circulation Rising 

Will the readers take up all 
Is not their 
number multiplying excessive- 
lv? Despite remarks like these, 
both their number and circula- 
tion have continued to rise. 
Some 20 of them are being sold 
at newsstands at stations of the 
national railways. And if minor 
ones are added, the total exceeds 
30. At present there is no audit 
bureau of circulation giving out 
reliable circulation figures but 
the largest weeklies sell more 
than a million copies a week. 

Last fall, a business crisis was 
rumored. But. among major 
weeklies handled at the nation- 
al railway newsstands, only one 
suspended publication then. In 
fact, their circulation seems to

be rising on the whole. 

Thus in 10 years, the weekly 
magazines have become an es- 
tablished institution. Whether 
one approves or disapproves of 
the trend of these publications, 
no one can disregard them, 

And what are the secrets of 
their spectacular success? The 
answer may be summarized in 
a three-S formula: sex, scandal 
and swordsmanship. 

Certainly, ther@ are a few 
exceptions but most weeklies 
feature “news” stories and 
novels with inclinations toward 
sex and scandal. That is the 
stuff with which most weeklies 
are made of. 


Money for Tripe 

Week after week, that kind 
of stories is turned out but the 
portion “that’s fit to print” may 
be found to be surprisingly 
small. On: the news side this 
week, for instance, the follow-

‘Definition of Far East 


To the Editor: 

Messrs. Kishi’s and Fuji- 
yama's statements in the Diet 
Feb. 8 provide an example of 
political subterfuge apalling in 
its calculating disregard of fact. 

The term “Kyokuto” may be 
vague in Japanese, but it can 
be certainly no vaguer than 
the English word from which it 
was translated—Far East, 


The terms.Near, Middle and 
Far East are all indefinite. The 
Near East may be anywhere 
from the Balkans to southwest 
Asia, and Middle East may be 
anywhere from Tunisia to 
Burma. But beyond Burma the 
term Middle East cannot be 
used; only “Far East” is accept- 
able. 


The “Far East” has recently 
been subdivided into Southeast 
Asia and northeast Asia in’ com- 
mon English parlance. The 
area playfully delimited by 
Messrs. Kishi and Fujiyama, 
after a disconcerted and rather 
comic hassle, seems to resemble 


“northeast Asia” somewhat. 

But in any case, the very 
minimum area encompassed by 
the “Far East” must be eastern 
continental Asia: the eastern 
Russian provinces, the Chinese 
mainiand, what was French 
Indochina, and the islands near 
the continent—Japan, the Phi- 
lippines and Indonesia. 

One might admire these two 
men for their extraordinary au- 
dacity and ingenuity. They 
have thought up a definition so 
unusual it will not be recogniz- 
ed anywhere else in the world, 
certainly not in the U.S. 

In short, the visionary who 
creates his own unusual facts 
with his own unusual words is 
interesting in the world of the- 
ory and the arts. But it is ques- 
tionable whether he belongs in 
practical political leadership—if 
it is a system where one is sup- 

to assume the other fel- 
ow is a sentient being and not 
an unthinking digit.

In arison, the weekly 
magazines of Japan offer diver- 
sion in a more effective manner 
because of their néws element 
and the skill in story-writing.

Since the development of this 
new genre is just about mark- 
ing a decade, it can now be 
presumed that the young and 
old, the rich and poor of this 
nation are pretty well versed 
with the sort of things the 
magazines like to describe. 

Innocent ignorance, whether 
it is due to youth or due to se- 
clusion owing to thé social status, 
diminishes under the influence 
of those magazines. 

In other words, those maga- 
zines 4end to reduce the people 
to the average. Nowadays, 
parents must think tw’ ve before 
saving “these are not ‘or young- 
sters to know,” or “these things 
are not for the decent people.” 

Social Effects 

In this regard, the social 
effects of the weekly maga- 
zines are similar to those of 
television, which is now intrud- 
ing more and more into living 
rooms. They are accomplishing 
what other mass media—news- 
papers and radio—have failed to 
do thus far. In a’ countermove 
of competition, the newspapers 
and radio, especialy commercial 
broadcasts tend to become sep- 
sual. 

That may be a consequence 
of the freedom of speech and 
the press, when it is combined 
with material means of produc- 
tion. But life becomes more and 
more superficial as a result. 

When one gets inured to 
diversion, one becomes unable 
to do away with it and seeks 
more of it. That is one reason 
why the weekly magazines 
have succeeded over a 10-year 
period and why they are likely 
to keep on going strong in the 
future. 

Political Implications 

Already, our schoolchildren 
are getting lower marks in 
arithmetic, if the Education Min- 
istry survey is arly indication. 
The effects of television are 
suspect in this connection. Mass 
media increase certain cate 
gories of knowledge on the part 
of the people but deprive them 
of thinking and reasoning 
power. That seems to be the 
inevitable conclusion. 

The problem cannot be dismis- 
sed as something falling upon 
psychologists and educators. 
And this nation as a whole, it 
must be admitted, has not found 
any definite answer yet. 

But the problem has also 
some political implications, The 
latest issue of one widely-read 
weekly carries a short news 
comment entitied “Nutrition 
Instead of Swords.” It reports 
that “the one-third reduction 
of the armed forces” in the 
USSR releases 1,200,000 per- 
sonnel and makes them avail- 
able for the transportation and 
distribution of more vegetables 
and provisions for every kit- 
chen. It is “enviable,” the com- 
ment concludes, 

What country is praised and 
what country is disparaged is 
not important here. What is 
disturbing is the manner in 
which the short comment jumps 
at the conclusion without any 
reasoning.

In countries where a consti- 
tutional monarchy is maintain- 
ed the imperial or royal 
families have little to do with 
politics, but they can be instru- 
mental in enhancing feelings of 
closeness in the countries they 
visit, 


Democratized Japan is also 
participating in the so-called 
homon gaiko” (diplomacy by 
visits). inte and Princess 
Mikasa went to Ceylon on the 
occasion of the Buddha Jayanti 
celebration. They did a great 
deal in increasing understand- 
ing between the two countries. 


The Japanese Government 
plans to send the Crown Prince 
and Princess Michiko to. the 
United States in May. The Im- 
perial Household Agency is re- 
ported cautious about the time 
for their visit, partly because 
of the anticipated childbirth by 
Princess Michiko and partly be- 
cause of the suspicion of politi- 
cal design on the part of the 
Government in connection with 
the ratification of the new U.S. 
Japan Security Treaty, 


It is not right to utilize the 
occasion for political purposes. 
The Imperial Family members 
can do much in promoting 
friendship with other countries 
and at the same time it is good 
for them to widen their views 
of the world.

Scientist’s Mecca 


The community of science Is 
an international one; and scien- 
tists throughout the world are 
never happier than when shar- 
ing their experience and results 
with their fellows from other 
countries. A unique coopera- 
tive effort by scientists of no 
less than 13 European nations 
was ceremoniously inaugurated 
last week near Geneva. It is 
the world’s. biggest proton syn- 
chrotron built by the European 
Organization for Nuclear Re- 
search at a cost of ¥23 million. 
Britain has borne one-quarter 
of this, France and the Federal 
German Republic one-fifth each, 
the other 10 nations sharing 
the rest. | 

The components, each a 
miracle of «precision engineer- 
ing, have come from many 
countries, and the internation- 
al team responsible for design 
was headed by a British scien- 
tist. This vast 25,000 million 
electron volt “atom smasher” is 
designed ‘simply to carry out 
fundamental nuclear research. 

A smaller proton synchrotron 
is being built in Britain, one 
éf the same size will be com- 
pleted in the United States and 
one is to be constructed in the 
Soviet Union. But though it 
may one day be surpassed in 
size the Geneva atom smasher 
will remain an outstanding his- 
torical example of internation- 
al scientific collaboration. Even 
more important, results of re- 
search conducted with it will 
be readily available to scientists 
all over the world. ’
